An Adams county Jury today was 
asked to determine w hat constitutes 
indecent dancing. 
A num ber of witnesses appeared 
before the Jury this morning to tes­ 
tify in the cane of Paul Lavere Hol- 
llnger, Littlestown, owner of Natural 
Springs park, one mile east of G et­ 
tysburg on the Lincoln highway, 
charged with keeping a disorderly 
house 
All 
attem pted 
to describe 
the 
dancing which they claim occurred 
on several occasions a t the dance 
hall in the rear of the park building 
Officer Testifies 
State Policeman Joseph Van Nort 
testified that he went to N atural 
Springs park on November 8 and 
again on November 15. at the direc­ 
tion of Sgt Joseph Temple, head of 
the local state police. On November 
15. Van Nort said. after having been 
at the place for about two hours, he 
gave the signal for other officer* to 
raid the place 
Van Nort described several cou­ 
ples dancing what he termed the 
"Dirty Boogie." While the dance 
went on other dancers stood in a 
circle around the principal couple 
shouting remarks at them . Van Nort 
said. He added that the dance con­ 
sisted of various gestures, and mo­ 
tion* of the body and hands on the 
"breaks 
and during periods when 
the couple danced close together 
One witness said the spectators 
gathered in a circle about the danc­ 
ing couple, called out "go-go-go." 
The witness was a 16-year-oid H an­ 
over girl.

Attempts of Holltnger's attorney, 
E Austin James, of Frederick, to 
question witnesses on whether they
